DIES WN PALERMO 


Louis Philippe, Ill. Only 
Few Days, Succumbs 
to Pneumonia. 


40 YEARS AN EXILE 
FROM FRANCE’S SOIL 


Prince of Spendthrifts, Last 
Years Are Darkened; Was 
Barred From Army. 


Palermo, Sicily, March 28 (By 
A. P.).—Louis Philippe, Duke of 
Orleans and pretender to the throne 
of France, died of pneumonia today 
at his villa here. He had been ill 
only a few days. His sister, for- 
mer Queen Amelie, of Portugal, 
was at the bedside. 

Other sisters of the Duke, Prin- 
cess Isabelle and Princess Helen, 
Duchess of Aoste, will reach here 
tomorrow, and his uncle, the Duke 
of Guise, on Tuesday. 

The Duke of Orleans arrived 
here March 13 on one of his fre- 
quent visits and intended to remain 
for a time at his villa, which he in- 
herited. 


Driven Out of Belgium. 


The Duke of Orleans, who was 
one of the two pretenders to the 
French throne, was great grandson 
of the last king of France, Louis 
Philippe, and son of the late Comte 
de Paris. He was born in Twick- 
enham, England, in 1869. In 1896 
he married the archduchess Maria 
Dorothea Amelia of Austria, a dis- 
tant relative of Emperor Francis 
Joseph. *Subsequently she sued the 
Duke for maintenance and reim- 
bursement of large sums she had 
advanced to him. 
Louis Philippe was driven out of 
Belgium in 1903,.on the charge of 
having ‘‘abused the hospitality of 
the Belgian nation by using its soil 
as a base for his attacks. on the 
friendly government of France.”’ 
Shortly after that he was active 
in'an attempt to fit out an expedi- 
tion to the north pole. At the begin- 
ning of the great war he appeared 
in the limelight in the role of the 
prince of spendthrifts. He already 
had spent several fortunes, and, 
finding himself short of money, of- 
fered the forest of Dreux, a part of 
his estates, for sale to the republic 
for $2,400,000. 
Kept Out of War 

The French government refused 
his request that he be granted per- 
mission to enlist in the foreign 
legion under an assumed name early 
in the European war. He then 
sought to enlist in the British, Bel- 
gian and Russian armies, but the

STAND IS LITTLE CHANGED 


Mexico, City, March 28 (By A. 
P.).—Terminating many months of 
uncertainty and speculation, the 
Mexican government will publish 
at an early date, possibly tomor- 
row, the regulations governing 
both the alien land law and the 
petroleum law. The foreign of- 
fices today sent to Senor Tellez, 
Mexican Ambassador at Washing- 
ton, for delivery to the Department 
of State, Mexico’s reply to the latest 
American note on these questions. 
Simultaneously the foreign office 
sent a copy to the American Am- 
bassador, James R. Sheffield. The 
foreign office has .expressed the 
hope: that this will bring the cor- 
respondence to a conclusion and 
that an understanding. will be 
reached. 

It is learned on. good authority 
that the regulations covering these 
laws do not deviate materially from 
the fundamental principles of the 
original measures, although they 
are supposed to embody some con- 
cessions to foreign interests. 

The representatives of American 
oil companies, who have been in 
Mexico City conferring with the 
Mexican authorities, are preparing 


to return to the United States. It 
is believed they failed to obtain any 
vital modification of the proposals, 
although they decline to discuss 
the matter.

DEVELOPMENT OF OIL

Senate Resolution in 1912, 
Protesting Magdalena Bay 
Proposal, Recalled. 


Indications that the Senate com- 


| mittee on foreign relations may 


give consideration to the, reported 
concession by the Mexican govern- 
ment of a land grant involving more 
than 2,000,000 acres on the Pacific 
coast near the California border to 
a Japanese syndicate, seemed cer- 
tain yesterday following announce- 
ment by Senator Borah, Republican, 
of Idaho, chairman of the commit- 
tee, that he intends to ascertain 
complete details of the reported 
concession. 

Senator Borah, Republican, Ida- 
ho, chairman of the Senate commit- 
tee on foreign relations, indicated 
that he regarded the matter as of 
the utmost importance. He said 
he would take steps at once to as- 
certain the facts. If it is true that 
Japanese interests are to gain a 
foothold on the shores of Magda- 
lena bay, long regarded as an im- 
mensely valuable base, Senator 
Borah said it is a development to 
which his committee should give 
serious consideration. 


Officials Had No Information. 


State Department officials have 
had no information relative to the 
concession. High officials of the 
department declined to comment, 
but indicated that they would lose 
no time in learning the exact situ- 
ation. They were fully cognizant 
that reports of Japanese invasions 
of Lower California have threatened 
difficulties in the past and that the 
granting of the concession as just 
announced might easily shatter the 
plans of the administration for 
smoothing out the controversies 
which have arisen over Mexican 
land and petroleum laws. 

Information as to the concession 
also was lacking at the Mexican 
embassy. Senor Antonio Castro- 
Leal, counselor of the embassy, said 
that no advices had been received 
from his government either as to 
this particular concession or as -to 
previous activities of the same Japa- 
nese syndicate. 

The San Diego dispatches indicat- 
ed that besides the 2,000,000 acres 
extending to the shores of Magda- 
lena bay involved in this grant the 
same syndicate previously acquired 
control of 1,000,000 acres along 
the Pacific side of Lower California, 
only 135 miles distant from the 
United States border. 

Impressed by Dispatches. 

Washington officials were im- 
pressed by the apparent authen- 
ticity of the dispatches from San 
Diego. According to the press re- 
ports, Roberto Farfan, a former 
office holder in the government of

Is Found in Detroit 


New York, March 28 (By A. P.). 
Discovery of a measles toxin and 
development of an antitoxin, effec- 
tive in combating the disease is 
claimed by Dr. N. S. Ferry and L. 
W. Fisher, a chemist, both of De- 
troit, in the current issue of the 
Journal of the American Medical 
association. 

Detailing their experiments, they 
tell of the isolation of a micro- 
organism, ‘‘a small streptococcus 
appearing both in pairs and in turn, 
which produces the measles toxin 
in the body.’’ They named the 
organism ‘“‘streptococcus mobilli.”’

Reversion to Dangerous 
Situation Is Feared, 
Kellogg | ls Told. 


HOPES TO WELCOME 


SUGGESTION LATER 


Commission at Arica Adjourns 
Till Tomorrow; Peruvians 
Abstain From Registering. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The Chilean government has de- 
clined to concur in the suggestion 
of Secretary Kellogg that the ple 
biscite to settle the Tacna-Arica dis- 
pute be suspended during che pro- 
posed conference of representatives 
of the two countries in Washington. 

The position of Chile was disclos- 
ed last night in a memorandum 
from the minister of foreign affairs 
to American Ambassador Collier at 
Santiago, and made public by the 
embassy here. The memorandum, 
in reply to one submitted by Secre- 
tary Kellogg suggesting that the 
plebiscite be suspended for a time, 
declard ‘“‘the government of Chile 
greatly deplores that it is not in a 
position to receive the suggestion 
to suspend immediately the plebis- 
citary proceedings.’’ 

Such suspension, it added, ‘‘would 
mean a reversion to the uncertain 
and dangerous situation which was 
ended by the recent resolutions of 
the plebiscitary commission.’’ 

Solution Held Indicated. 

The memorandum argued that 
continuance of the _ proceedings, 
“which can in no way impair the 
negotiation of good offices, will 
favor a solution, which once it is 
reached even in principle, will mark 
the moment to consider the sugges- 
tion which your excellency hag 
transmitted, without the difficulties 
it offers at the present time.”’ 

The memorandum reiterated that 
Chile will accept the good offices of- 
fer of the American government to 
negotiate for settlement of the dis- 
pute only in the event the plebiscite 
is permitted to continue. Peru, on 
the other hand, has contended for 
suspension of the plebiscite, holding 
that it has accepted the good offices 
offer on that condition. Secretary 
Kellogg has declared that this gor- 
ernment has not been a party to any 
understanding that the plebiscite 
would be nonoperative while direct 
negotiations were in progress. 

Chile, in the note, expressed sat- 
isfaction with Peru’s acceptance 
of the American offer as recognition 
of “‘its sincere desire to look for a 
friendly adjustment of the existing 
differences.”’ 

Chileans Alone Registering. 

Arica, Chile, March 28 (By A. 
P.).—-The Tacna-Arica plebiscite 
commission held a brief session 
this morning. The commission ad- 
journed after approving a minor 
resolution but without discussing 
the subject of registration because 
neither the American nor the 
Chilean delegation has received late 
instructions. Another meeting has 
been called for Tuesday. 

The first day of registration, Sat- 
urday, passed quietly in Arica. The 
Peruvians abstained from taking 
part, in accordance with orders 
from the head of their delegation. 
One hundred and fifty natives, all 
Chileans, registered on the first day. 

Again today the work of registra- 
tion was being carried on, with

Priest Replies to Assertions 
Made in Interview by Am- 
bassador Tellez. 


EXPULSION OF CLERGY 
DISCUSSED IN SERMON 


People Lost a Teacher and 
Friend When the Catholics 
Were Restricted, He Says. 


Before diplomats attending the 
Palm Sunday services. at 
Matthew’s church yesterday morn- 
ing the Rev. John Callaghan, as- 
sistant pastor, called attention to 
an interview with Ambassador 
Teller in yesterdays’ edition of The 
Washington Post. The Ambassador 
had exonerated his government 
from charges growing out of the re- 
cent expulsion of nuns and priests 
from Mexico. 

During his remarks Father Cal- 
laghan said: 

‘T wish to call your attention to a 
statement which appeared in Sun- 
day’s edition of The Washington 
Post, alleged to have been made by 
Senor Don Manuel Tellez, the Mexi- 
can Ambassador to this country. 
His excellency is most unfortunate 
in his remarks. On a former oc- 
casion he issued a statement in de- 
fense of his government’s action in 
deporting religious and in closing 
of Catholic churches. Archbishop 
Curley quickly pointed out that au- 
thenticated facts completely dis- 
credited the Ambassador's state- 
ment. 

Fails Again, He Says. 

Again he fails, and fails miser- 
ably in his efforts to justify the 
actions of the despots whom he rep- 
resents. He is reported to have 
Said that he sees no reason why 
any one should get excited about the 
situation which now exists in Mex- 
ico. Liberty-loving Americans are 
not getting excited, but they are 
righteously indignant at the harsh 
and brutal treatment meted out to 
Mexican priests and nuns by the 
plundering bolshevistic tyrants now 
leading Mexico to destruction. 

“Mr. Tellez says that the Catholic 
Church is responsible for the lack 
of educational advancement in his 
country. This is untrue and he 
knows it. Whatever progress at- 
tained in popular education in Mex- 
ico was made, in the main, up to 
two generations ago, and it was 
made under the auspices of the 
Catholic Church. * 

“Since the material establishment 
of the church was swept away in 
1857, relatively little advance has 
been achieved. To be sure, a few 
model school buildings have been 
constructed in the capital (to be fre- 
quently photographed in the Bulle- 
tin of the Pan American Union), 
and an enormous building has been 
erected for the secretariat of public 
instruction, costing 4,000,000 pesos, 
with beautiful gold leaf ornaments 
on the patio walls, but the school 
system is far worse managed than 
it was even in the dayss of Porfirio 
Diaz, the teachers wait longer than 
ever for their arrears of salary, and 
the children of the rural and small 
town population are no n&rer a 
prospect of getting the most rudi- 
mentary education under the con- 
stitution of 1917 than they were un- 
der that of 1857. When the Catholic 
Church was proscribed, the Mexican 
people whom she had served and up- 
‘lifted for centuries, lost their teach- 
er as well as their friend. 


Political Activities Denied. 


“Mr. Tellez also takes rare liber- 
ties with the truth when he talks 
about the political activities of the 
Catholic Church. Categorical as- 
sertions may be categorically de- 
nied. Mexican clergy have taken 
an honorable part in the public 
life of their country, and con- 
tributed to the epic struggle for 
Mexican independence one of the 
most heroic figures of the nine- 
teenth century, Hidalgo. But since 
the so-called liberal regime en- 
trenched itself in power, 70 years 
ago, and vented its wrath on its 


conservative opponents by every 
sort of oppression, the leaders of 
the church, ecclesiastical and lay, 
have been unable to defend their 
most elementary rights, let alone 
meddling in politics as such. 

“And since the pretended labor 
regime succeeded the radical crowd 
of 1917, in 1921 and 1925, the 
Catholic Church has been unable 
even to appear in the courts, its 


«corporate and individual rights have 


been trampled upon, and the in- 
carnate diabolism of Cabrera and 
Calles has clearly nothing less in 
view than the utter extermination 
of the church. Let the crew of 


/@vangelical proselytizers in Calles’ 
‘cabinet, salaried clergymen formerly 


—and maybe now-——on the payrolls 
of organizations in this country, get 
out of politics in Mexico before Mr. 
Tellez presumes to tell us anything 
about the Catholic Church in poli- 
tics.’’ 


WHEELER RIDIGULES (DEA

Antisaloonist Calls Proposal 
for National Prohibition 
Vote Meaningless. 


CODMAN JIS-_ HOPEFUL 


The national referendum on pro- 
hibition proposed by Senator Edge, 
of New Jersey, Was ridiculed in a 
statement yesterday by Wayne B. 
Wheeler, general counsel for the 
Antisaloon League of America, as 


a “vain attempt to wring booze 
from a bone-dry Contstitution.’’ He 
added that the proposal was “un- 
authorized, impractical, unpre- 
cedented and meaningless.”’ 

“Senator Bruce’s proposal to re- 
peal the eighteenth amendment and 
substittute an unprecedented gov- 
ernment ownership and control of 
liquor will not be taken any more s8e- 
riously,’’ Mr. Wheeler asserted. ‘‘It 
would make Uncle Sam the greatest 
brewer and bartender in the world.” 

Mr. Wheeler branded the Bruce 
proposal as a legislative mon- 
strosity. 

Julian Codman, of Boston, coun- 
sel for the joint legislative commit- 
tee, who will discuss the legal side 
of prohibition at the coming hear-- 
ing in the Senate committee on 
modification, also issued a state- 
ment last night. Although wit- 
nesses on modfiication have not yet 
been chosen by Mr. Codman, he said 
that his associates were preparing 
avery strong case. ‘‘I am sure that 
we can propose changes that will 
be, if adopted, a long step in the 
right direction,’’ he said. 


American People 
Eating Less Bread 


(By Associated Press.) 

The American people are eating 
less bread, it is indicated in a De- 
partment of Agriculture report 
showing per capita consumption of 
flour is 24 per cent lower than in 
1879, and that the rate of decline 
is increasing. 

Substitution of other grains for 
wheat during the war; the decrease 
in home baking; the change in com- 
position of a loaf of bread, and the 
inclusion of a number of new items 
of food in the American diet at the 
expense of wheat were mentioned 
as reasons for the decrease.

Survey of Sanitary Conditions 
in the District Will Be 
Opened Today. 


PROJECTS TO BE PUSHED 


Tourists Are Expected to Ap- 
pear by Thousands in 
Washington Soon.

The city’s shivering population 
can not reconcile the cold winds 
now prevalent with spring, but the 
calendar says it is here, so the city 
heads today will keep company with 
the housewives and start an annual 
spring clean-up. 

During the next.two weeks the 
advance guard of the annual spring 
tourists, convention delegates and 
visitors who come to Washington 
each year by the thousands are ex- 


pected to appear. 

A survey of sanitary conditions all 
over the District will begin today in 
connection with the health depart- 
ment’s annual spring clean-up cam- 
paign. Health Officer William C. 
Fowler has ordered all available 
sanitary inspectors to give close 
scrutiny to all highways, byways, 
and alleys, with orders for his men 
to see that all unsanitary conditions 
are immediately corrected. 


Street Work to Start. 


The city’s first spring street proj- 
ect will be started today with the 
resurfacing of Sixth street between 
M and O streets northwest. The 
work has been awarded to the 
Malony Paving Co., according to 
an announcement by C. B. Hunt, 
engineer of highways. 

Following completion of this 
work, the same company will begin 
work on laying new asphalt paving 
on all unpaved portions of Ken- 
tucky averrue southeast and on G 
street, between Twelfth and Fif- 
teenth streets southeast. 

Work will shortly begin on lay- 
ing concrete on about 25 roads in 
the city’s suburbs, by the G. B. 
Mullin Co., according to an an- 
nouncement at the District build- 
ing. The cost of this work will 
approximate $150,000. 

As soon as this work is under 
way, bids will be opened for the 
widening of E street, from Fifth to 
Thirteenth street northwest. Elev- 
enth street from Pennsylvania to 
New York avenue, and Connecticut 
avenue from K street to the inter- 
section of Eighteenth street north- 
west. 

The trees on some of these streets 
have already been removed, but Mr. 
Hunt announced that the actual 
widening will not commence until 
early summer. 


Many Tourists Expected. 


The tourist camp, with additional 
accommodations, is expected to set 
a new record in visitors this year. 
Last year more than 70,000 tourists 
were accommodated between the 
first of March and the first of De- 
cember, with the largest number 
of visitors staying at the camp dur- 
ing April and October. 

Hotel proprietors are making 
preparations to accommodate the 
38,000 delegates expected to attend 
the sixteen conventions booked here 
during April and May. Easter visi- 
tors, of whom about 25,000 are ex- 
pected, will also tax the capacity of 
local hotels, according to reports.

JEWS CALLED VICTIM 
OF INTERNATIONAL olNa 


Driven Far From Palestine by 
Racial Bigotry, National 
Council Is Told. 


WORK OF BODY DEFINED 


The Jews have been driven far 
from Palestine and have become 
the plaything of prejudice and ra- 
cial bigotry, Mrs. Estelle M. Stern- 
berger, of New York, executive sec- 
retary of the National Council of 
Jewish Women, declared in a speech 
before the local chapter of that or- 
ganization at the Jewish Commu- 
nity center last night. Nations use 
the Jew as a scapegoat for their 
international sins, she maintained. 
Mrs. Sternberger then pointed 
out that the work of the council 
was to prevent Jewish families 
from being obliterated. They do 
not wait until a family is on the 
verge of ruin, she said, but offer 
aid when it is of real use to settle 
Jewish families on the farms of 
this country. The council has field 
workers in California, Michigan, 
Connecticut, Rhode Island, Penn- 
sylvania and New York, she added, 
who have done much to do away 
with the farmer’s wife’s discontent 
with rural conditions. 

Films were shown illustrating 
work of the council with immi- 
grants, farmers and those physical- 
ly incapacitated. Mrs. Sternberger 
closed her address with a plea for 
peace. 

The purpose of the meeting was 
to stimulate interest of the com- 
munity in the large scope of activi- 
ties of the council. Mrs. Leonard 
B. Schloss, president of the local 
organization, presided. Other speak- 
ers were Representative Florence

Th 
dirigible, constructed in Italy, now 
is being inspected by Capt. Roald 
Amundsen, who arrived in Rome 
for that purpose last Friday. It 
soon will be brought to Oslo.

tof 1925, has left Trondhjem for 
(the new Norwegian 
name for Spitzbergen) with equip- 
‘ment for the expedition, consisting 
of material for the mooring mast at 
King’s bay and hydrogen for the 
airship. A hangar already has been 
completed at King’s bay. 


American Tries Wrestling. 


Lincoln Ellsworth arrived’ from 
the United States some time ago, 
and has taken up wrestling in order 
to be in good shape physically for 
the expedition. He also is study- 
ing navigation and meteorology 
daily at the nautical school. The 
American explorers will leave for 
Svalbardi early next month, going 
thence to King’s bay to receive the 
airship when it arrives. 

Ellsworth shares leadership of 
the expedition on equal terms with 
Amundsen. The expedition will be 
under the Norwegian flag, a point 
on which Amundsen has insisted 
from the beginning, and accepted 
by Ellsworth and the Italian mem- 
bers of the expedition. This year’s 
expedition will include several\Nor- 
wegians who had a part in'the 1925 
expedition — Lieut. Riiser-Larsen, 
Lieut. Dietrichson and Lieut. Om- 
dahl. 

The leaders expect to cover the 
distance from Svalbardi over the 
pole to Point Barrow in two and a 
half days, and, if possible, they will 
proceed with the airship to Seattle 
by way of Nome, Alaska. 


Will Indicate Drift. 


When emptied, the benzine tanks 
will be dropped from the dirigible 
with an enclosed statement in each, 
giving the position of the ship at 
the time. If these tanks are picked 
up they will show to what extent 
they have drifted with the polar 
currents. 

The Norge is to b@ equipped with 
Marconi sending and receiving ap- 
paratus, the power being derived 
from a 3,000-volt generator op- 
erated by a benzine motor or by 
wind propellers. It will be capable 
of receiving messages on wave 
lengths from 300 to 25,000 meters.

It is 
provided that all shall be barred 
who are suffering from any mental 
or contagious malady, who have 
been condemned for any extradit- 
able crime, who have been previ- 
ously expelled from Greece or who 
are suspected of designs against the 
safety of the state.

Rome, March 2® (By P.).— 


A. 


celebrated today 
‘throughout the nation with impos- 
ing ceremonies attended by hun- 
dreds and thousands of “black 
shirts.’’ Premier Mussolini and 
other members of the cabinet re- 
viewed one of the .great parades, 
and heard with approval the pledges 
of the fascists to continue making 
fascism all powerful. 

In Rome 50,000 black shirts 
marched to the strains of the hymn, 
“Youth,” and saluted the Duce. 


Premier Reviews Battle. 


Premier Mussolini delivered a 
speech at the Villaglori hippodrome. 
He told of the fateful meeting 
in Milan in 1919 and of those who 
had followed him in the struggle 
for intervention in the early days 
and during the war, a meeting 


which brought about the organi- 
zation of the fighting Italian fas- 
cisti. 

In that name, Mussolini declared, 
was embodied the program of! 
fascism, as he had wanted it, and 
this program still remained the 
same—fight. 

The duce recalled how the news- 
papers of that/time wanted to ig- 
nore his name,/and he was defeated 
in the electiong just at the moment 
when representatives of the old po- 
litical parties hegan the process of 
decom positio! 

“In the face of such demoraliza- 
tion and decomposition,’’ said the 
premier, ‘‘the state, which could 
not much longer resist the exploita- 
tion and parasitism of the old par- 
ties, did not have the courage or 
was not capable of overcoming 
these political classes which had 
brought us into the war. 


Needed New Revolt. 


“These politicians, who during 
the war often trembled with cow- 
ardice and who did not give the 
glorious troops of Italy either tri- 


umph abroad or triumph at home; 
these political classes which spoiled 
in unworthy fashion the marvelous 
treasures of an Italian victory, had 
to be dispersed and annihilated by 
another revolution. 

“That is what we have done by 
organizing and realizing the march 
on Rome, which already for some 
years past has assumed the aspect 
of a legend.’’ 

The premier continued: 

“The counter-revolution which 
we have crushed at home and which 
was vainly organized abroad, is the 
best proof that we have accomplish- 
ed a revolution. To the responsible 
elements of the nation we say: 
“You must also pass through the 
same process as we. If you want 
to live you must do away with 
loquacious parliamentarism; you 
must give authority to the legis- 
lative powers. 


Must Face Issue. 


If you want to live you must face | 
this | 


the most serious problem of 
century, that of the relations be-'| 
tween capital and labor—the prob- 
lem which fascism has solved by 
plainly placing capital and labor on 
the same level in the face of a com- 
mon goal—the prosperity and gran- 
deur of the nation.’’ 

“You are absolutely impatient in 
the expectation of something (cries 
of “‘yes, yes’”.). I promised you last 
year that we would have a fine op- 
portunity and I have kept my word. 
Will you believe me if I tell you 
that your impatience will be ap- 
peased some day? (‘‘yes! yes’’). 

‘*‘Before I say one word about this 
victory which also is mine, it is nec- 
essary you become disciplined to the 
very limit in your daily work. The 
great hour does not strike every 
moment, and not on all clocks. The 
wheel of destiny turns; wise is the 
man who watches and knows the 
moment to grasp it as it passes by. 

“It is necessary that our divine 
and adorable fascist Italy be vigil- 
ant and firm in the work of peace, 
and that she adapt herself to the 
needs of work and become sys- 
tematic, tenacious and persevering. 

“I want to correct Italians of 
some of their faults,’ their optim- 
istism, and their negligence, their 
letting go after the first try, in the 
belief that all has been accomplish- 
ed despite the fact that .much that 
should be accomplished has not 
even been begun.

Scandinavian Rulers Join the: 


Danish People in last 
Honors to Louise. 


Copenhagen, Denmark, March! 


28 (By A. P.).—The Danish people | 


today paid last honors to the 
Queen Mother Louise, 
to rest in Glucksburg chapel! of the 
Roskilde cathedral, ancient burial 
place of Danish royalties. A great 
gathering of the Scandinavian royal 
families and representatives of | 
foreign countries, including 
members of the American legation, | 
attended the ceremony. 

The funeral cortege, escorted by!

borg castle and proceeded to rail-|

and all the houses were draped w ‘th | | 
black. 

Services at Castle. 

3rief religious ceremonies were | ‘ 
held just before the start, a more 
eleborate ceremony for the royal | 
family having been conducted at the | 
castle the previous night, with lead- 
ing opera singers ferming the choir. 

The kings and crown princes of 
Denmark and Norway, with tae 
Crown Prince of Sweden, Prince 
Arthur of Connaught, and other | 
princes followed the hearse afoot 
while the royal ladies, including | 
the queens of Denmark and Nor- 
Way were in carriages. Beautitul 
wreaths surrounded the coffin. On 
arrival at Roskilde the body of the 
dowager queen was received in a 
scene of solemn beauty by the whole 
chapter of the cathedral in official 
robes, but, at the king’s special 
request, the cathedral was not 
draped. 


Royal Chaplain Preaches. 


The funeral sermon by the royal 
chaplain, Dr. Fenger, gave a touch- 
ing picture of the late dowager 
queen’s solemn joy at having lived 
to welcome back to Denmark that 
Danish section of Schlesvig, which 
by a plebiscite in 1920 elected to 
come under the Danish flag. 

At the conclusion of the impres- 
sive service the body was deposited 
beside the tomb of Queen Louise’s 
husband, King Frederick VIII.

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: 
In an article published in this (Sat- 
urday) morning’s Washington Post, 
regarding the actual state of affairs 
existing between Chile and Peru, 
there appear two statements in re- 
gard to certain facts which I can 
not let pass by without making the 
proper rectification, being sure that 
you will accept it with the spirit of 
justics which you always possess. 

In the first place I wish to state 
that Peru, far from placing any ob- 
stacles to the celebration of the ar- 
bitral award and the proposed ple- 
biscite intended to determine the 
final status of the provinces of Tac- 
na and Arica, has always’ done 
everything in her power to cooperate 
toward the realization of the terms 
as expressed in the mentioned award 
and also in the agreements adopted 
by the plebiscitary commission, 
therefore has not the slightest re- 
sponsibility in a situation created 
only and exclusivety by the nonful- 
fillment of said arrangements. 

It is also inexact that the Peru- 
vians living in those provinces had 
ever “attacked the Chileans.” On the 
contrary, they have always acted in 
the most correct manner, to such an 
extent that during the entire time 
elapsed since the award was issued 
there has never been recognized any 
act of hostility on the part of the 
Peruvians. 

The above rectification is support- 
ed by the public opinion and also by 
official authentic documents_ issued 
mostly by the American commission- 
ers.

To show how the kingdom of 
ideas gained permanency by sheer 
force of their content, he said the 
teachings of Plato were more per- 
manent than the conquests of Alex- 
ander. The highest moral ideas 
were religious, he said, citing the 
history of Mohammedism, Budd- 
hism, and the like. ‘‘People will 
pay for these. In Japan a temple 
is buili out of the hair of the 
women.’’ 

“Religious ‘deas,’’ he declared, 
Christianity. It is manifest 
commanding of the world’s 
sources expressed by money. With 
all its stinginess, the church of 
Jesus Christ can raise more revenue 
on the face of the earth today than 
any other institution. It began 
with the mite of the widow, the ala- 
baster box of the woman and the 
extraction of a coin from the mouth 
of a fish, and we can command 
money now. 

“You will never have a warless 
world until you have a righteous 
world under the dominion of the 
Prince of Peace. The Master does 
not need the chief of police to run 
His kingdom. He did not need the 
Roman government.” 

The bishop concluded with an ap- 
plication of the Gospel for all the 
ages, declaring that ‘‘the glory of 
the Kingdom of Heaven ghall be 
realized only when kingdoms of this 
world sha}l become the Kingdom of 
the Lord Jesus Christ.”’

Dope Prisoners in Majority. 


Anaiysis of the records of the 
prison show that the claim made 
generally that the overcrowding of 
the Federal prisons is due to the in- 
creasing severity of the courts in 
cases for violation of the prohibi- 
tion law is not based on facts. Of 
the total of 2,912 inmates of At- 
lanta today 1,017, or slightly more 
than 31 per cent of the total, are 
serving time for violation of the 
Harrison narcotic law. And most 
of these are themselves drug users, 
according to the records. Nearly 
400 additional are held on sentences 
for violation of the prohibition law, 
so that the two classes represent 
more than 42 per cent of the total 
prison population. The remainder, 
according to statements of the offi- 
cials in charge, are for the most 
part bankrupt business men con- 
victed of ‘using the mails to defraud 
and quite a number who violated 
the Mann act. 

The total population of the prison 
includes 2,153 whites, 736 negroes, 8 
Indians, 3 Mexicans, and 12 Orien- 
tals. As an indication of the man- 
ner in which they are living up to 
the rules it was pointed out by War- 
den Snook that there are 2,831 in 
the first class, which carries with it 
all privileges, 76 trusties in the 
main prison, and 140 trusties on the 
prison farm. Only 31 prisoners are 
carried on the third-class rele, which 
compares with some 300 at the time 
the present administration took over 
the prison. 

The pressing necessity today, 
officials say, is more work for the 
inmates. They all want to work, 
but it is impossible to find employ- 
ment for more than one-third of 
those who are confined here. This 
is a one-industry prison. It houses 
a duck mill in which as many men 
as possible are given work and, 
incidentally, afforded an opportun- 
ity to earn money for their de- 
pendents. Under direction of the 
prison authorities a survey of the 
families of the inmates has just 
been completed. It revealed that 
many are in dire want and are be- 
ing supported either in part or en- 
tirely by charity either from rela- 
tives or quasi public organizations. 


Prisoners Are Paid.

It is to relieve this pressure that 
the policy of paying a wage to the 
mill workers was instituted. Under 
it there was paid to the dependents 
of prisoners last year $70,158.58.

dark cells on restricted diet. The 
punishment cells in Atlanta, how- 
ever, are much different than they 
formerly were. The so-called dark 
cells have been done away with. 
They were a hole in the ground in 
which the convict neither saw 2 
person or the light of day. The 
present punishment cells are roomy, 
being 21 feet long by 8 feet wide 
and 14 feet high. It is the solitude 
which is most dreaded, and there 
are very few prisoners who stay 
there long. It is up to the man 
himself, as he must indicate con- 
trition before he is sent back to the 
main prison. When prisoners abuse 
guards they are ironed to the cell 
door, but this form of punishment 
has not been resorted to in months. 

Prisoners desiring tobacco, 
cigars and cigarettes have the 
privilege of purchasing these com- 
modities when they have the money 
on deposit with the warden’s office 
to pay for them. Purchases are 
made from the chief clerk on a 
special form provided for that 
purpose.

Text of the Lodge resolution was 
follows: 

“Resolved, That when any harbor 
or other place in the American con- 
tinents is so situated that the oc- 
cupation thereof for naval or mill- 
tary purposes might threaten the 
communications or the safety of 
the United States, the government 
of the United States could not see 
without grave concern the posses- 
sion of such harbor or other place 
by any corporation or association 
which has such a relation to an- 
other government, not American, as 
to give that government practical 
power of control for naval or mili- 
tary purposes.’’

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PUNISHING RECKLESS DRIVERS. 
There seems to be a shar 
ion among traffic experts and 
best method of dealing with retkhless drivers of 
motor cars. Here we have Minneapolis 
Jurist, Judge Levi Hall, who declares that mo- 
torists charged with reckless driving, or driy- 
ing while intoxicated, which, under the law, is 
a crime that may be punished by a penitentiary 
sentence, should not have the right of trial by 
jury. Perhaps such a thing as the Constitution 
should not make any difference “in a matter 
between friends,’’ but in a court of law the 
judges can not so easily dismiss the clause 
which provides that “in all criminal prosecu- 
tions the accused shall enjoy the right to a 
speedy and public trial by an impartial jury of 
the State and district wherein the crime shall 
have been committed.”’ How, therefore, can 
the Minnesota judge say that alleged violators 
of the traffic laws be denied the right guaran- 
teed them by the Constitution? It can’t be 

done. 

No doubt it is true, as Judge Hall says, that 
many motorists charged with operating cars 
while intoxicated are found not guilty by 
juries. But these are not the only instances in 
which juries fail in their duty. In every com- 
munity murderers are allowed to go free be- 
cause there are weaklings on the juries. 

-It is generally agreed that some more drastic 
means of dealing with persohs guilty of en- 
dangering human life by operating cars while 
under the influence of liquor, or by speeding 

-or reckless driving, must be found. Here in 
Washington there are more than 200 such cases 
awaiting hearing. It is said it will take a year 
or two to dispose of them. Meanwhile the of- 
fenders are permitted to retain their drivers’ 
Hcenses and continue to be a menace to public 
safety, because the authorities are denied the 
right to revoke their permits. Director of 
Traffic Eldridge has asked for the authority. to 
take away drivers’ licenses or suspend them

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THE PERUVIAN-CHILEAN DISPUTE. 

The correspondence between the Secretary 
of State and the Chilean government in regard 
to the tender of good offices by the United 
States to Chile and Peru discloses that Mr. 
Kellogg had in mind a “suspension of the 
plebiscitary proceedings, 
their resumption if it should later appear that 
the differences between the two countries are 
not susceptible of adjustment other than by 
celebration of a plebiscite.’”’ The parties had 
already agreed that pending the consideration 
of an adjustment other than by a plebiscite 
the authority of the plebiscitary commission 
and the general arrangement made by it for 
the holding of the plebiscite should be main- 
tained unimpaired. 

Thus, while the parties are in negotiation at 
Washington the plebiscitary proceedings are 
to be suspended, and if the negotiations should 
fail the parties will not have lost any of the ad- 
vantages they may now enjoy under the arbitral 
awar@. Mr. Kellogg’s note conveys the im- 
pression that he has in mind an adjustment 
which will make a plebiscite unnecessary, The 
nature of the adjustment in contemplatiqn is 
not disclosed, and the attitude of Peru is left 
somewhat in doubt in the public mind pending 
publication of the correspondence between that 
government and Mr. Kellogg. 

In view of the failure of repeated efforts to 
adjust this difficulty by direct negotiation the 
success of the forthcoming conference might 
seem to be remote, but perhaps in the calm at- 
mosphere of Washington a final solution may 
be found. At any rate Peru and Chile have 
better ground upon which to build an under- 
standing than they had when they conferred 
here in 1922. They have had the experience of 
the plebiscitary proceedings and are now fully 
aware of the obstacles that stand in the way 
of a satisfactory plebiscite. If they could 
agree in 1922 upon a plebiscite, it seems rea- 
sonable to presume that they can now agree 
upon the removal of the obstacles in question. 
Unless’a solution more satisfactory than the 
plebiscite should be found, they can at least 
obtain’ from Secretary Kellogg impartial sug- 
gestions for facilitating the work of the ple- 
biscitary commission. 

It will probably be found that the neutrali- 
zation of the plebiscite area is an indispensable 
requisite to an orderly and fair plebiscite. Con- 
trary to the view enerally held, the supple- 
mentary act to the protocol of 1922 contem- 
plated that the arbitrator, if he should order 
a plebiscite, should have power to neutralize 
the territory; but that if a plebiscite were not 
ordered, the administration of the territory

The arbitrator would not be possessed of full 
power to determine the conditions of the pleb- 
iscite if he did not have authority to neutralize 
the territory; and the, provision that the ad- 
ministration of the territory was not to be dis- 
turbed if a plebiscite were not to be held is a 
clear indication that the administration could 
be ‘‘disturbed”’ if a plebiscite were to be held. 

Chile and Peru in 1922, in other words, 
agreed that the President of the United States 
could order a plebiscite in Tacna and Arica, 
and that, if he should declare a plebiscite in 
order, he should have full power to determine 
the conditions thereof, to the end that the 
plebiscite should be a full and. free expression 
of the will of the voters.

FRUITS AND VEGETABLES. 

A Florida senator complains of excessive 
freight charges by the railroads on fruits and 
vegetables and other perishable commodities. 
He wants an investigation made with a view 
of having the charges reduced. 

It would appear that such a charge is a com- 
ptaint against @e judgment of the Interstate 
Commerce , Commission and an _ indictment 
against the entire plan of turning over to a 
commission the power or discretion of adjust- 
ing rates for transportation. 

It is interesting to know that the Class I 
railroads of the country during the calendar 
year 1924 carried more than 25,000,000 tons 
of fruit, vegetables and other agricultural 
products, nearly all perishable, of which about 
not 
including dry fruits. 

In 1924 it required approximately 950,000 
refrigerator cars to transport perishable 
freight. This is one of the most difficult prob- 
lems of the entire freight transportation serv- 
ice, for the reason that refrigerator cars are 
held by shippers and are scarce when most 
needed. 

In 1924 the railroads (Class |) transported 
more than 116,586,000 tons of agricultural 
commodities, including fruits and vegetables, 
which was slightly more than 9 per cent of the 
total tonnage originated. 

With the coal 
bills paid we have three months to save up 
for brides and graduates.

Williams, Charged by Butler 
With Intoxication, Said to 
Have Been Sick.

San Diego, Calif., March 28 (By 
A. P.).—Col. Alexander Williams 
will be répresented by a civilian at- 
torney when he faces charges of in- 
toxication and conduct unbecoming 
an officer at a court-martial here. 
It was announced today that Lewis 
H. Kirby, former district attorney 
of San Diego county would repre- 
sent the accused officer. It was 
understood from sources close to 
Col. Williams that his defense 
would be that he had been ill and 
had been at the Navy hospital here 
on the very day that he gave a din- 
ner in honor of Brig. Gen. Smedley 
Butler of the marine corps. 

Gen. Butler, who came here to 
relieve Col. Williams as com- 
mander of the marine base prefer- 
red the charges against the colonel. 
It was said that cocktails were 
served at the dinner and that after 
the dinner Col. Williams is alleged 
to have appeared at a hotel in an 
intoxicated condition. It was said 
that part of the defense is that Col. 
Williams’ condition was due to his 
illness and not to liquor. 

Owing to limited space available 
at the Fleet administration build- 
ing, where the trial will be held, it 
is probable that not more than 25 
civilians will be admitted to the 
trial.

CLUBS ARE GROWING 


D. C. Bankers Report Shows 
Increased Savings of More 
Than $1,000,000. 


Some interesting facts on the re- 
sults of the Christmas Savings club 
campaign for 1926 were submitted 
to the council of administration of 
the District Bankers association 
with the report of the advertising 
committee. 

The report shows the number of 
banks carrying Christmas Savings 
clubs for 1926 is 26, with total 
membership of 71,860, an increase 
of 5,581 over 1925. The total sum 
which will be saved, if all accounts 
are maintained, will total §5,496,- 
900, an increase of $1,050,000 over 
1925.

HOW 


COUGHING IN PUBLIC PLACES. 


BLIZZARD was on last night 
A and in consequence we de- 

cided to go to church over the 
radio. We tuned in off the Sunday 
Evening club. During every lull in 
the proceedings we could hear the 
staccato barking, such as any in- 
door congregation {ndulges in dur- 
ing meetings held {n March. Coughs 
to the right of them. Coughs to the 
left of them volleyed and thun- 
dered. 

Mr. Stevens was making the an- 
nouncements. He was telling of 
letters of appreciation from men 
and women who had listened-in at 
previous services. He said: “Here 
is a facetious letter about the 
coughing which our audiences in- 
dulge in. It reads {mn part: ‘I was 
listening-in when you spoke to the 
audience about coughing. Just as 
you did, one man let loose a blast 
which blew out one of my tubes. 
Fortunately, I had an ‘extra tube 
handy. I put it in, in time to hear 
the sermon, which I greatly en- 
joyed. I inclose one dollar as my 
centribution, etc.’ ”’ 


In commenting, Mr. Stevens said: 
“My advice to those who listen-in 
on a performance held in March is 
that they always carry a spare 
tube.’’ 

The advice is good. When any 
large audience assembles In a large 
room in February and March, the 
alr is filled with the sound of 
coughing. Radio listeners should be 
prepared with spare tubes. Theatri- 
cal performers long ago learned to 
to have some bit of stage business 
handy in case coughing by the audi- 
ence spoiled some soft pédal melo- 
drama or some fine point in com- 
edy. That was the way they car- 
ried a spare tube. 

Is there any way the audience 
can carry a spate tube? If they 
would consent to have the audi- 
torium cooled down several degrees 
they would cough less. But prob- 
ably they would not consent to 
that. If every cougher would 
cough into his handkerchief, the 
nuisance would be tessened. The 
sound would be muffled. Coughing 
throws sprays from 6 to 20 feet. 
That whoop which blew out the let- 
ter writer’s tube, in all probability, 
threw spray for that distance.

ELENE VON DONNIGES loved 
H the great socialist labor or- 
ganizer, Ferdinand Lassalle, 


Bavarian diplomat, barred the 
match because Lassalle was of Jew- 
ish birth. 

Many fathers see fit to impose 
their will upon their children but 
when it is obvious that the happi- 
ness of two human lives is at 
stake, they yield. Not so the obsti- 
nate, imperiaiistic Von Donniges. 
He sald ‘‘no,’’ and ‘“‘no’’ it was to 
be, even though he had to grind his 
daughter's heart under his heel. 

Tears, bitter quarrels, even scan- 
dals, could not move Von Don- 
niges, and Helene, in desperation, 
ran away to Lasgalle’s hotel, beg- 
ging that he compeomise her in ogr- 
der to end the matter: once and for 
all. 


Here was the most crucial mo- 
ment in Lassalle’s life. As an hon- 
orable man, with the reputation of 
an innocent girl at stake, what 
should he do? Should he besmirch 
her name and make her an object 
for censure to the whole world in 
order to force the father’s consent 
to their union? 


Lassalle could not bring himself 
to do it. He sent Helene to a 
mutual woman friend. Meanwhile, 
her parents had discovered her ab- 
sence and began a search. . Even- 
tually finding her at the friend’s 
home, the mother was so enraged 
and apprehensive of what might 
have happened that she literally 
dragged the girl home through the 
streets by the hair. 

That night something died in 
Helene’s heart. She could not 
understand why Lassalle had not 
taken her in defiance of every one; 
she could not understand why he 
should have made her suffer such 
humillation as she had undergone. 
Blindly, heedlessly, incapable of 
thinking normally, she branded 
Lassalle a coward. She agreed to 
write a letter at her father’s dicta- 
tion to her lover in which she cold- 
ly severed their relations and told 
him that she was marrying Yanco 
Racowitza, a gentle-natured young 
man, who was devoted to her. 

Blinded by anger and despair in 
his turn, Lassalle sent a duel chal- 
lenge to Von Donniges. The latter 
thought it wiser to leave town, and 
‘the challenge was taken up by Ra- 
cowitza. The duel yas fought, 
and so wayward is the god of love, 
that when it was over Lassalle was 
stretched ont on the duelling 
ground, mortally wounded. 

Thus ended one of the most pa- 

thetic tragedies that ever love cre- 
ated. 
After Lassalle had received what 
he supposed was Helene’s letter in- 
forming him of her forthcoming 
marriage to Racowitza, he wrote 
this dramatic declaration of his 
love to her: 

‘“‘Helene—-my heart is breaking 
* ©* * It is inconceivable that 
this can be vour real, your abiding 
determination. You can not have 
thrown aside all shame, all love, all 
fidelity, all truth. * * * There 
can be no truth left in the world if 
you are false, if you are capable of 
descending to this depth of aban-

Factor in Sharp Reaction 
on Stock Market. 


OILS LITTLE EFFECTED 
BY REPORTS OF INQUIRY 


Latest Selling Deluge Laid to 
Speculators Distressed by 
Earlier Crash.

New York, March 29 (By the As- 
sociated Press).—Declining prices 
for both securities and commodi- 
ties have marked the opening of 
spring business, creating fresh 
doubts as to the future trend of 
trade.” Reports from che various 
industries last week disclosed a 
fairly even balance between favor- 
able and unfavorable developments, 
which the whole were disap- 
pointing because of the failure of 
a spring revival to develop. 

With stock prices plunging down- 
ward, many of them to the lowest 
levels of the year, the inevitable 
question was raised as to whether 
the market’s action foretold a 
severe curtailment of business ac- 
tivity. 

In financial circles it was gener- 
ally agreed fhat the latest deluge 
of selling orders represented forced 
liquidation by distressed speculators 
who were able to survive the first 
sharp crash earlier in the month in 
the. desperate hope that a brisk 
rally would restore them to their 
feet. Heavy withdrawals of funds 
from the New York money market, 
while a contributing factor to the 
‘market reaction, were regarded on 
the other hand as a sign of expand- 
ing business in the West.

Earnings Rather Meager. 


The maintenance of high produc- 
tion schedule in various industries, 
however, has not been accepted as 
prima facie evidence of continued 
prosperity. The meager earnings 
reports which have so far appeared 
for the first portion of the year 
have indicated that narrower 
margins of profits were prevailing 
and that favorable comparisons 
with last year’s record demand and 
output could not be expected. 

Steel trade reviews held scant 
promise of improvement and even 
hinted that April would see a let- 
down from the present high rate of 
operations. Automobile factories 
showed a tendency to expand their 
output in the face of reported can- 
cellations of orders, apparently in 
the belief that the spring buying 
movement still has time to develop. 
Certain banking interests, however, 
undertook tq warn the industry that 
a readjustment of schedules was in 
order and that the longer it was 
delayed the sharper would be the 
curtailment in employment and 
purchase of materials. 


Wholesale Buying Delayed. 


In wholesale trade channels 
falling commodity prices were said 
to be retarding purchases to some 
extent, offsetting the normal inflow 
of seasonal replacement orders. 
Freight car loadings, bank clear- 
ings and other measures of activity, 
nevertheless, testified to a large 
volume of business. 

The oil industry disr!tayed little 
concern over the announcement that 
recent consolidations would come 
under the scrutiny of the Depart- 
ment of Justice, their promoters 
maintaining that in no case had 
competing companies been brought 
together. Statistics made public 
during the week showed that the 
excess of petroleum production 
over consumption, which stood at 
100,000,000 barrels in 1922, had 
declined to approximately 26,000,- 
000 barrels in 1925. 


Americans Swindled 
With German Bonds 


New York, March 28 (By A. P.). 
Investors in the United States 
have paid as high as 200,000 times 
the actual market. value for Ger- 
man mark securities in the past 
year, the Better Business bureau of 
New York city announced today. 
The bureau, said that the losses, 
suffered especially in the middle 
west, amounted to between $500,- 
000 and $1,000,000. The investi- 
gation was undertaken with co- 
operation of the German consul’s 
office. 

One of the issues sold by un- 
serupulous dealers, the bureau al- 
leged, was the Munich loan of 1922, 
which on March 11 had a value in 
Germany of approximately 43 cents 
for each billion marks of bonds. 
‘Bonds of this issue were said to 
have been sold in this country for 
as high as $40 per million marks. 
Frankfurt-on-the-Main bonds with 
a present value of 12 cents were 
said to have .been offered to 
Americans for $45. 


Apple Exports pen 
In 1925, Figures Show 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Exports of boxed apples from the 
United States, Commerce Depart- 
ment figures show, fell from 6,718,- 
872 boxes in 1924 to 4,922,140 last 
year, while values declined from 
$15,739,601 to $12,787,495. Bar- 
reled apples also show decreased ex- 
ports in 1925, amounting to 1,7066,- 
916 barrels worth $8,275,589, as 
against 1,880,715 valued at $8,547,- 
442. 

Commercial apple production in- 
creased, the 1925 figure being 31,- 
809,000 barrels, as against 28,063,- 
000 the year before. The State of

Section Handles More Than 
Third of Foreign Com- 


merce of Country. 
(By Associated Press.) 

Southern States handled more 
than one-third of the foreign com- 
merce of this country last year with 
every coastal ate from Virginia 
to Texas showing an increase in 
the volume of cargo tonnage move- 
ment, it was reported yesterday by 
the Shipping Board. 

While Southern States increased 
their foreign traffic by 3,700,000 
tons last year, the combined foreign 
trade of all other coastal States 
declined 2,450,000 tons. 

Virginia’s commerce increased 
by 18 per cent above the previous 
year as a result of coal exports and 
greater importations of pulpwood, 
fertilizers, paper and minerals. 


Sown Winter Wheat 
Area Less This Year

A decrefise of 2.3 per cent in the 
area sown to winter wheat in 15 
countries of the northern hemi- 
sphere as compared with the area 


sown last year is reported by the 
Department of Agriculture, giving 
the total 117,859,000 acres, com- 
pared with 120,608,000. The Rus- 
sian winter cereal acreage was es- 
timated as six-tenths of one per 
cent above the figure for last year. 
Total gross exports of wheat, in- 
cluding flour, from the United 
States, Canada, Argentina, Aus- 
tralia, India and. Black sea ports 
for the eight months ending last 
February 28, amounted to approx- 
imately 426,000,000 bushels as 
compared with 536,000,000 bushels 
for the corresponding period last 
year. The United States, Argen- 
tina, Australia and India showed 
decreases of about 218,000,000 
bushels While Canada and Black 
sea ports showed an approximate 
increase of 106,000,000 bushels.

Total of Taxable Incomes Is 
About Billion Below Last 


Year’s Figures. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

More corporations paid taxes last 
year on 1924 incomes than in any 
year since the war, but the tax col- 
lections of $881,190,113 were $55,- 
916,685 less than for the previous 
year. 

The bureau of internal revenue 
reported yesterday that 415,703 
corporations filed tax returns last 
year, compared to 398,933 the year 
previous, and 234,741 of these re- 
ported taxable incomes as compared 
with 233,339.a year ago. 

The total of taxable income re- 
ported, however, was $7,580,289,- 
689, as compared with $8,321,529,- 
134 in 1924. Corporations report- 
ing deficits totaled 180,962, while 
only 165,594 corporations declared 
deficits a year ago. 


Radios‘on Farm Save 
Money for Owners 


Chicago, March:28 (By A. P.). 
Importance of radio to the farmers 
is illustrated in a survey just com- 
pleted, the National Farm Radio 
council reported today. Particu- 
larly is this noticeable in connection 
with markets, the council said. 

A digest of the replies from 43 
States showed that more than 46 
per cent of them gave specific ex- 
amples of cash savings effected, by 
the use of radio for the reception 
of market reports. Practically all 
of the returns indicated the value 
to the farmer of having market re- 
ports from 24 to 48 hours earlier 
than heretofore.

| NEW BONDS ABSORBED, LEGAL RECORD 


DESPITE WEAK MARKET 


Foreign Developments Do but 
Little to Encourage 
the Investors. 


SLIGHT CHANGE IN RAILS 


New York, March 28 (By the As- 
sociated Press).—With the heavy 
calling of bank loaris squeezing 
credit from the.-securities markets 
bond prices lost ground Mast week 
coincident with another violent fre- 
action in stocks. These factors, 
however, exerted little effect on 
new bond offerings, whieh ag- 
gregated $96,000,000, and were 
well absorbed. 


The familiar process of liquidat- 
ing investment bond holdings. to 
protect weakened  speculativ¢ ac- 
counts was repeated;.as a large 
volume of forced selling appeared 
in the stock market. While 
theorists have held that the check 
to speculative operations for the 
rise in stocks would divert funds 
to the calmer channels of bond 
trading, it was evident last week 
that the readjustment would have 
to be carried several steps further 
before such a transfer of interest 
could be effected. 

Throughout the reactionary move- 
ment of the last month bond prices 
have closely followed the downward 
trend of stocks and even joined in 
occasional smypathetic rallies, 
though the changes have been less 
violent. 

Foreign development last week 
held little promise of clearing the 
way for new financing or of re- 
awakening investment interest in 
the outstanding obligations of these 
countries. French bonds sold at 
the lowest levels of the year 
simultaneously with the drop in the 
franc to a.record low price, the 
decline in each instance being based 
on the seeming inability of the 
present government to find a 
remedy for the nation’s finan- 
cial ills. 

Further negotiations for a 
Belgian stabilization loan appar- 
ently must await political develop- 
ments at home. Temporary bank- 
ing credits, which expire at the 
end of this month, probably will 
be extended until full support can 
be obtained for the pr ojected finan- 
cial program involving important 
monetary reforms designed to 
stabilize the franc on a gold basis. 

One of the _ features of the 
week’s trading was the selling of 
sugar company bonds, which fol- 
lowed the slump in the price of the 
commodity. Both producing and 
refining company liens were weak, 
although a few of these issues were 
able to resist attack. 

Railroad obligations were less 
active than usual, the week’s 
fluctuations generally being con- 
fined to variations of one or two 
points either way. The excitement 
which followed the upset of the 
Nickel Plate merger and the. subse- 
quent revision of ideas regarding 
consolidations subsided, leaving no 
ground on which to base specula- |. 
tive operations. 

Oil company liens were tempor- 
arily unsettled by the government’s 
move to investigate recent mergers, 
but the strong statistical position of 
the industry was a factor in steady- 
ing the situation. 


Production of Basic 
Commodities Gains 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Manufacturing production cover- 
ing. 64 basic commodities, increased 
in February, the Commerce De- 
partment reported yesterday, plac- 
ing the February index number. at 
130 as compared with 122 for Jan- 
uary and 124 for February a year 
ago. The index number 180 is 
issued. to represent 1919 produc- 
tion. 

Compared with January, lumber 
showed a gain of six per cent while 
miscellaneous products, including 
automobiles, increased 10 per cent. 
Decreases were shown in produc- 
tion of foodstuffs, textiles, iron and 
steel, leather and tobacco. 


WALL STREET GOSSIP 


New York, March 28 (By A. P.). 
The consumption of rubber in the 
United States during 1926 was 
forecast as 360,000 tons in a re- 
view of the business made public 
today by F. R. Henderson, presi- 
dent of the Rubber Exchange of 

ew York. Mr. Henderson asserted 
that, in spite of arguments to the 
contrary, ‘rubber will find its 
proper price level and the require- 
ments of the country will largely 
influence the price level for this 
year at least.

TO UTILITIES BOARD 


Recommendation for Entirely 
New Commission Dropped 
by House Committee. 


SURVEY OF GAS LIGHT 
PROPERTY HELD NEEDED 


If New Valuation Is Denied In- 
crease in Rates May 
Follow as Result. 


Addition of a people’s counsel is 
the only change that is likely to be 
made in the public utilities com- 
mission the present session of Con- 
gress. Although the House District 
committee a few weeks ago had vir- 
tually decided to recommend an en- 
tirely new commission the proposal 
seems now to have been dropped. 

If such a plan is evolved by the 
committee at this late date it would 


have small probability of. getting 
through the House and the Senate. 

Although the committee has held 
exhaustive hearings on the local 
traction situation it remained for 
the House appropriations committee 
to make a definite move. It pro- 
vided for the people’s counsel in the 
District appropriations bill which 
has been passed by the House and 
is now pending before the Senate 
subcommitte headed by Senator 
Phipps of Colorado. 


Gas Rate Increase Hinted 


In the meantime there have come 
intimations from the District build- 
ing that some action should be tak- 
en toward giving the commission 
$50,000 to make an adequate sur- 
very of the properties of the Wash- 
ington Gas Light Co. The com- 
pany seeks a new valuation and 
an increase in rates is said to be 
likely unless the commission can 
make a thorough survey. 

There is a bill pending which 
would authorize the commission to 
make thorough surveys of public 
utilities, when requested, and assess 
costs against them. But there is 
considerable opposition from the 
utilities to the proposal, and the 
committee has not seriously consid- 
ered it. 


Proposal to Study Utilities. 


Utilities would be one of many 
matters to be studied under the 
resolution of Senator King, of Utah, 
which would create a joint commit- 
tee to sit here this summer and give 
the Capital a general looking over. 

It is, or was, looked upon as one, 
if not the most, important matter 
affecting the District with which 
the present session had to deal. The 
District commissioners submitted a 
bill early in the session which would 
add two members and a people’s 
counsel to the commission. 

The committee decided, shortly 
after hearings had got under way, 
that it wanted a separate commis- 
sion. The commissioners strongly 
opposed a distinct body, Engineer 
fommissioner Bell contending that 
the police commissioner, at least, 
should remain a member of the 
utilities commission. There the sit- 
uation has remained for the last 
several weeks. 


Shenandoah Park 
Committee to Meet 


The committee interested in the 
proposed Shenandoah National park 
will give a dinner tonight at the 
Hotel Washington to discuss the 
project and make it more widely 
known. Robert N. Harper is chair- 
man of this committee which is 
composed of the heads of many 
civic organizations. 

The proposed park will be in the 
heart of the Blue Ridge mountains, 
75 miles from Washington. The 
significance of the undertaking and 
its relation to the interests of Wash- 
ington will be brought out tonight. 

Stephen T. Mather, director of 
the national park service, will tell 
how the government develops its 
-mational parks. Other speakers will 
be Senator Claude Swanson, of Vir- 
ginila; Bishop James E. Freeman, 
of Washington, and George H. Judd, 
of Washington and Skyland. 


Interest Manifested 
In New Page School 


Widespread interest in the Wal- 
ter Hines Page School of Interna- 
tional Relations is being shown, 
Frank J. Goodnow, president of 
Johns Hopkins University, stated in 
announcing that more than 400 re-

CATHOLIC CEREMONIES 
ESPECIALLY COLORFUL 


St. John’s Rector Sees Spirit 
of Intolerance Making 
Democracy Impossible. 


Special services were held yester- 
day in local churches in celebration 
of Christ’s triumphal entry. into 
Jerusalem on the first Palm Sunday. 

President Coolidge attended serv- 
ices at the First Congregational 
church, where the Rev. Charles 
Stelzle, of New York, told of what 
would happen “if Christ came to 
Washington today.’’ A large crowd 
waited outside the church to see the 
President as he left. 

The Rt. Rev. James €. Freeman, 
bishop of Washington, preached at 
the services in the Epiphany Epis- 
copal church. The bishop took the 
words of Pontius Pilate, ‘‘What 
shall I do with Jesus, which is 
called Christ?” as the subject of 
his’sermon. He said there was a 
necessity of knowing Christ per- 
sonally. 


Confirmation Given. 


The rite of confirmation was ad- 
ministered to 45 persons by the 
bishop. Although amplifiers had 
been installed in the parish hall, a 
crowd of approximately 500 persons 
was unable to get inside and had to 
stay in the churchyard. 

The solemn ceremonies of the 
Catholic Church were celebrated in 
all of the churches of that denomi- 
nation. Palms were blessed and a 
procession from the altar to the 
front vestibules of the churches took 
place. As the procession left the 
churches blessed palms were dis- 
tributed to the worshipers. The 
deacon knocked thrice on _ the 
church door and the procession then 
reentered and marched slowly back 
to the altar, symbolizing the entry 
of Christ into Jerusalem and into 
the hearts of Christians. 

The services at the Franciscan 
monastery were especially pictur- 
esque, wth choirs of monks and 
friars in the procession. The Pas- 
Sion, telling of the events of the 
last week of Christ’s life, was 
chanted. Three priests sang the 
story, one singing the words of 
Christ, another the words of Pilate 
and another miscellaneous parts. 
The choirs answered with the 
shouts and demands of the people. 


Says Democracy Impossible. 

The reading of the Passion lasted 
more than half an hour, during 
which time the congregations stood. 

The Rev. Robert Johnston, pastor 
of St. John’s Episcopal church, com- 
pared the triumphal entry of Christ 
into Jerusalem with his denial on 
Good Friday, and said that the un- 
civilized, unthinking mob spirit 
shown then still prevails and must 
be guarded against. Real democ- 
racy is impossible now, because of 
this spirit of intolerance, but may 
and probably will be realized many, 
many years hence, the Rev. Mr. 
Johnston said.
